Yale's Instructor 
in 
Forestry is in 


Charge of the School at Milford, Pa., 


and Many Prominent Lecturers

MILFORD, Pa , July 1 —In view of 


the ravages of forest fires in New 
York and New England, the extraor- 
dinary floods ^vhich have 
recently 


prevailed 
in 
the 
Central Western 


states and the cloudbursts, cyclones, 
etc , which have lately been so dis- 
astrous In various pares of the United 
States from the Gulf, States to the 
Pacific Northwest Slope, much inter- 
est attaches to the Summer School 
of Forestry, which opened here to- 
day. 
All these subjects will be treat- 


ed on Incidentally at the school, as It 
Is well known that the destruction of 
the forests has a 
most Important 


bearing upon 
meteordlogical condi- 


tions. 


Thf school is conducted under the 


auspices of the Yale Forest School, 
and Milford was selected as the loca- 
tion because the vicinity is heavily 
timbered 
and 
contains 
many fire 


specimens Indigenous to the Keystone 
State. 
The primary object of the 


school is to furnish as much field 
•work as possible 
and 
consequently 


many of the lectures are given in the 
open air among 
the trees 
Forest 


botany, forest measurements and sil- 
viculture are the principal topics of 
study. Several couises are provided, 
the first including an introduction to 
forestry, in which the purpose and 
scope of forestry are explained, the 
direct and Indirect uses of the forest, 
and the forest policy of the United 
States. The seuond course is on for- 
est regions of the United States and 
includes forest protection This course 
is illustrated with lantern slides, by 
means of which the salient character- 
istics of different trees are pointed 
out, the types of forest trees, the mix- 
ture of them in growing and the op- 
erations of lumbering as practiced in 
different parts of the United States 


Roy Li 
Maiston, Instructor In for- 


estry at Yale, is in charge of 
the 


school and will lecture on silvicul- 
ture, forest protection and forest re- 
gions, assisted by Mr Graves, an as- 
sistant at the Yale school, in charge 
of the laboratory work, who will also 
lecture on forest botany 
Gifford Pln- 


chot, chief of the Bureau of Forestry
